It is ſo genuine and familiar to Men of all Eſtates, 
Age, Quality, Sex, and Condition; ſo agteeable to the 
Inclination, and ſuitable to the Humour of AZ: So delight- 
ful in the Peruſing, and profitable in the Retention, af- 
fording Content to the Aged, Pleaſure ro the Young, and 
Experience to both; Comfort to the Diſconſolate, Re- 
freſhment to the Weary, and Eaſe to Diſcompoſed Minds ; 
ſolacing the tedious Hours of Penſive Watching: Or o- 
therwiſe charming anxious Thoughts, into a {weet and 
gentle Repoſe; being never out of Seaſon whilſt Men 
have Life, and the World a Being ; that amongſt the ma- 
ny Elogies it hath received from the Learned Pieces of 
Ancient and Modern Miiters, it may be juſtly accounted

ſtant Ages, and take up the Actions of our Fore-fathers, 
with as much Evidence as the News of the laſt Gazette; 
it is the Mirror that repreſents the various Tranſactions

It is indeed that Teleſcope by which we ſee into di- 


cate our Duty, and the other gives us innumerable In- 
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and according as we follow their Example, live in Reputa- 


tion or Ignominy. | 

Inſomuch that the ruder Ages of the World, who were 
unacquainted with Letters, and conſequently ignorant of 
refined Sciences, thought Hiſtory, next to their Religion, 
the only uſeful and proper Study of Mankind ; and judg- 
ing the forming of the Manners, and regulating the Acti- 
ons of Man, to be the chief Duty and Care of Societies, 
they thought Documents, Precepts, and Laws, too 'weak 
a Means to work fo great Effect, without they were con- 
firmed and ſtrengthned by the Examples of their Prede- 


ceſſors; to which prone Nature, even amongſt the moſt 


Barbarous, does willingly render an implicite Veneration: 
And therefore ſeeing their Libraries were their Memo- 
ries, and Words their Characters, ſo Songs and rude 
Rhimes were the only Books whereby their Bards and 
Druids inſtructed their Children in the Hiſtories of former 
Ages, making the famous Actions of their Anceſtors ſo 
much the more the Pattern of their Conduct and Man- 
ners, as it was the Subje& of their innocent Melody and 
Mirth: And this Cuſtom is at this Day in practice a- 
mongſt the uncultivated Heathens of Africa and Ame- 
rica. | | 
But when the kind Heavens were pleaſed to gratify the 
Induſtry of Man with the Invention of Letters ; no Sub- 
jet ſeemed to the Ancients ſo worthy of the Preroga- 
tive of being tranſmitted to Poſterity, as that of Hiſtory; 
and indeed, the moſt Ancient that can be found of their 
Writings is of that kind. Whether it was that they knew 
no Immortality, but that of Fame; or found no better 
way to provide with ſecurity for their Off-(pring, in whom 
they were to live to Poſterity, than by handing down to 
them the Methods and honeſt Courſes, by which ſome at- 
tained to Honour, Wealth, and Command, whilſt others 
by the contrary ways, lived and died in Obſcurity, Povert) 
and Contempt. 

And the deſire of perpetuating the Memory, is ſuch a 
glimmering glance of the primitive, but offuſcated Light 
of Nature, that ſome think it a convincing Argument to 
prove the Immortality of the Soul; it being a vain 2

And are all very profitable, according to the ſeveral Qua- 


lities and Capacities of the Readers ; which is a Point that 

needs no particular Diſcuſſion in this Place. 1 
In the writing of Hiſtories ſome Authors affect an exact - 

neſs ot recounting Matters with the minuteſt Circumſtances 


that attend them, and of omitting nothing that can have 


any place in the Book; which unleſs it be ſome conſpi- 
cuous and famous Tranſattions, looks liker the Depofitions of 
a Witneſs in a Trial, or, the Breviate of a Lawyer at the 
Bar, than the Annals or Chronicles of a Natien ; for it is e- 
nough for Poſterity to know the memorable Actions of a great 
King, or the Atchievements in a famous Battle; with ſuch 
Circumſtances as render them moſt conſiderable in them- 
ſelves, and ſignificant to the Reader; though they be not 
told what kind of Beard the King wore on his Vedding- 
Day, or to whom the Ground belonged where the Battle 
was fought. | 
Many likewiſe puzzle both themſelves and their Readers, 
with a too nice enquiry into the firſt Original of Nations, 
and eſpecially by what zew Flight of Colonies, or Tranſmi- 
gration of People, Hands and Countries, diſcontinued from 
the Continent, became firſt inhabited ; and in this Search, 
ſo ſoon as they tranſgreſs the bounds of Authentick Re- 
cord; and Menuments of Antiquity, the reſt is no more Hi- 
ſtory, but the Conjectures and Probabilities of the Authors. 
It is true, that ſince we are taught by our Religion, That 
all Mankind deſcended from Adam, and conſequently as they 
encreaſed in number, by new Generations, ſo they ſuccel- 
ſively enlarged their Habitations into remoter Regions, un- 
til the Habitable H/or/d was poſſeſs d; it would be very 
curious for Men to know from what Branch of the Stock 
they are Deſcended ; and not with the Ancients, who un- 
derſtood nothing of the Creation, believe thoſe People, 
whole Original was unknown, to be Indigene, that is, ſtar- 
ted out of the Ceuntry they inhabited. But that being impoſſ- 
ble to be attained to, ſince the Memory of Man cannot, 
and Letters were not invented to preſerve the Knowledge of 
the various Changes and Mutatious of Elaer Times; we 
ſhould ſatisfy our ſelves (knowing that we are Men) with 
| . whal 
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what we find in receiv'd Record concerning the Beginaings, 
Progreſs, and Changes of Kingdoms and States, without trou- 
bling ourſelves wich our Ancient Relations, who were not 


one Drop of Blood in Kin to William the Conqueror. 


* The Deſign therefore of this little Manual of Hiſte- 
e, is not to amuſe the Readers with the ſtrange Roman- 
* ces of the Firſt Peopling of this Hand, nor to give a Lif# 
* of the Kizgs who Reigned here, probably enough, even 
* before /Eneas, or his Son Aſcantus; nor yet to burthen 
their M:mory with all the leſſer Occurrences, that are fully 
* and at large related in many ample Volumes of this kind; 
* but only to ſerve as a Remembrancer to thoſe who have 
already ſtudied the Hiſtory of England; that in a ſhort 
ie they may refreſh and rub up their Memories, as to 
* (malier Circumſtances, by the General Heads, and more 
* remarkable Paſſages, which they ſhall here find faithfully 
* digeſted in a ſuccinct Method, both as to Time and Place; 
* and for others, whoſe Humour or Leiſure will not per-

This Queen of Iſlands was at firſt 
called Albion, either from Albion 
Mareoticus, who ſeated himſelf here- 
in, or ab albis rupibus, from the white 
Rocks, appearing towards the Coaſt 
ot Fance; or from Olbion ſignifying 
rich or happy, in regard of its Fer- 
tility, Temperature and Riches. Next, 


it was called Britain, either from 


the two Britiſh Words Pryd and 
Cain, which fignity Beauty and 
White ; or from the Greek Word 
INpvrardz fignitying Metal, with 
wich it aboundeth; or from the 
Britiſh Word Bryt5, that is, painted, 
ſtained, ccloured, (the Inhabitants 
of Old uſing to dye their Bodies with 
Woz:') to which the Greeks added 
Tania, (that is, a Region) thence 
called Britons Land or Britainy. At 
lait, the Southern and beſt Part of 
it (trom the Anglo Saxons then 
inhabiting it) was called Angle. 
Land, now England, which ſaid 
part of Britain, 1s bounded on the 
Eaſt with the German, on the Weſt 
with the Iriſh, on the South with 
the Britiſh Ocean, on the North with 
the River Tweed, and a Line drawn 
from it to the Solway, Weſtward. 
The lo geſt Day in the Northen part 
ot England, is Seyenteen Hours, and 
near Thirty Minutes; and the ſhort. 
eſt Day, ia the moſt ſouthern Part 
thereof, almoſt Eight Hours long. 
England Dimenſion in Length, from 
Berwick to the Land's-End, is 3 86 
Niles; in Breadth from Sandwich 
to the Lands.

The firſt of rheſe, in the Britain 
Time, belonged to the Archbi.

The Britains, or firſt Inhabiranry 
of this Iſland, were derived trom 
the Gauls, as both their Speech, 
Laws, Cuſtoms, and Bail ings ma. 
nifeſt. The Story of Frieze, with 
his Trojans conquering this Iſland in 
A. M. 2887, or whenever elſe 
leems to be only a Fable of Geofre 
of Monmonth's framing, Amongſt rhe 
ancient Britains, none {ave the bet 
ter and more civil Sort did wer 
any Cloathing. They painted thei 
bare Bodies with ſundry Picture: 
repreſenting all manner of living 
Creatures, Flowers and the heaven 
ly Bodies, conceiting that this madt 
them appear the more terrible 8 
to their Enemies. Abouttheir Waſte 
and Necks, they ware Chains of I 
ron, ſuppofing them to be a good- 
ly Ornament. The Hair of theit 
Heads they wore long, which wi 
naturally curled; all other Parts they 
ſhaved, fave the Upper-lip. Qt 
all the Provinces, the Tutiſh were 
the moſt civiliz'd Perſons, by ret 
ſon of their Converſe with other 
Nations in Trafficking and Merchan 
d:zing. Their Buildings were mi. 
ny, and like to thoſe of the Oli 
Gauls, (French) poor rude Cottages 
yet didthey give the Name of Tow1s 
to certain cumberſomeWoods, which 
they fortify'd with R:mpicrs an 
Ditches, whither they made theft 
Retreat and Reſort, to eſchew th 
Invaſions of their Enemies. The 
Romans firt taught them to buill 
their Houſes of Stone. 
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Their Wives were many, Ten or 
elve a piece, which they held 
mmon among Parents and Bre- 
en; yet was the Iſſue reputed h's 
, who firſt marry'd the Mother 
en ſhe was a Maid. The Chil- 
a taey brought up in common a- 
ngſt them, Their Diet was ſpare

He often faid, 
that he had rather ſave One Sub- 
jeR's Life, than kill a Thouſand 
Enemies. So bountitul he was, that 
thereby he conſumed his own pri- 
vate Eſtate; which his Empreſs re- 
pining at, he ſaid, That when he 
undertock to be Emperor, he then 
laid aſide the Intereſt and Proprie- 
ties of a private Perſon. In farther 
praiſe of him, it is ſaid, That in his 
Youth he did nothing raſhly, nor in 
his Age negligently.

A.D. Arcus Aurelius Antoni- 
162. nus Philoſophus, choſe 
to himieit for his Aſſociate in the 
Empire Lucius Verus, who raiſed 
the Fourth Perſecution ; when thoſe 
two famous Chriſtians, Polycarpus, 
Bp. of Smyrna, and Fuſtin Martyr 
ſuffered Martyrdom, the like to 
which did many other Chriſtians, 
But after Nine Years bloody Perſe- 
cution, the Tyrant Lucius was cut off 
by an Apoplexy. Marcus Aurelius 
in his Wars againſt the Quadi, Ger- 
mans, what with the Peltilencerag- 
ing in his Army, and what by want 
of Water, was ſorely diſtreſſed ; but 
by the Prayers of his Chriſtian Sol- 
diers, ſuch a plentiful Shower of 
Rain fell, that therewith, aſter Five 
Days extreameſt Drought and Thirſt, 
the whole Army was refreſhed, and 
his Enemies, on the contrary, by 
Thunder and Lightning, were ut- 
terly diſperſed and overthrown ;

Himſelf and his 
Son were {lain by the Soldiers, Of 
his Son it is reported, that he was 
ot ſo admirabie a Compoſedneſs, 
that in all his Life he was never {zen 
to laugh.

lia againſt the Germans, who had 
made themſelves Lords thercot, 
where in one Battel, continuing 
two Days, he ſlew 400cco of them, 
and recovered out of their Hands 
Seven Cities, He quieted the Pro- 
vinces of Muſcovia, Ruſſia, and Palo- 
nia, and likewiſeGreece,Syria, Arabia, 
Paleſiina, and Juaæa.

A.D Inſtantine the Great, at 
310. his firſt entrance upon 

the Empire, purſued the Relicks of 
the War, which his Father Conſtan- 
tius had begun againſt the Calidoni- 
ans and other Pics. Then he undcr- 
took to tame the Tyrant Maxentius; 
but being doubttul what God he 
ſhould call upon for Aid in this his 
Enterprize (for as yet he was not 
fully ſettled in the Chriſtian Faith, 
nor Baptized) in his Meditation, 
happening to caſt up his Eyes Eaſt. 
ward, he beheld in the Heavens the 
ſign of a Crols, or the Form of the 
firſt Greek Character of rhe Name 
of Chriſt preſented to his light, 
wherein were Stars (as Letters) fo 
p'aced, that this Sentence in Greek 
might be read, in hoc vince. This 
miraculous Sign, promiſing Victory, 
was ſo comfortable ro Conſtantine, 
that with great Courage he advanced 
towards his Enemy, bearing before 
him and his Army, in place of the 
Imperial Standard, the Form of this 
viſion embroidered with Gold and 
precious Stones. Maxentius had 
framed a deceitful Bridge over Ty- 
CG ber, 
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ber, near unto Pons Milvius, with 
intent thereby to intrap Conſtantine : 
but the Armies joyning Battle, Max- 
entius was put to Flight, when, thro' 
forgetful Haſt, he took over the ſame 
Bridge. which ſuddenly falling un- 
der him, he with many more were 
drowned, and Conſtantine remained 
Vitor. And tothe end that he might 
with the more Facility reſtrain the 
turbulent Perfeans, he removed the 
Imperial Seat from Rome into the 
Eaſt, building at Byzantium a moſt 
magnificent City, naming it New 
Rome, and in Imitation of the old one, 
he circulated 7 Hills. Herein was 
built the Palace of that publick Libra- 
ry, wherein were contained 20000 
of the choiceſt written Books, and in 
the inidſt thereof were the Guts of a 
Dragon, in Lengthi zo Feet, on which 
was admirably witten in Letters of 
Gold the 1liads of Homer. But this 
new City quickly loſt its Name of 
New Rome; for Loveto the Founder 
made it take Name from him, that 
is, Conſtantinople. To this City 
Conſtantine drew his Legions out of 
Germany, Gallia, and Britainy, which 
much wezkenedthis part of the Em- 
pire, and made way for the Pi: to 
iofeſt the more civil parts of this 
Iſland. Hecalled the Council of Nice, 
where himſelf ſite Preſident. 

He died, May 22. 337. whoſe 
Body was interred at Conſtantinople, 
inthe Church ofthe Apoſtles, which 
himſelf had founded. 

This Chriſtian Emperor would 
often kiſs the Hollow. of old Paph- 
nutius s Eyes. which he had loſt in 
the former times of Perſecution, for 
the fake of Chriſt, He uſed ſuch 
Reverence and Attention to the Word 
of God Preached, that many times 


he would ſtand up all Sermon time, 


and ve hen ſome told him that it tend 
ed to his Diſparagement, he an{wer- 
ed, That it was in the Service of the 
great God, whais no Reſpecter of Per- 
ons.

Hierom reports, That there rained 
Wool trom Heaven ſo perfectly good, 
that no better grew upon the Sheep. 
This Chriſtian Emperor was ſo di- 
pleaſed with his Brother Valens an 
Arian, for perſecuting the Ortho- 
dox Chriſtians, that he denied to 
afford him Help agaiaſt the Goths, 
when they invaded his Dominions 
in the Eaſt; ſaying, That it was 
*an impious Thing to ſtrengthen 
* the Hands of a San, who had 
* ipent his Days in warring againſt 


God and his Church, He died of 


of an Apoplexy; or as ſome write, 
of the Plague. And Valens fly ing 
trom the Goths, was in a Houſe 
near Adrianople burnt to Aſhes, 


Lavius Gratianus, the Son of 
Valentinian, ſucceeded his Fa- 

ther, to whom was rag for Con- 
ſort in the Empire his Brother Va- 
lentinian, a Child about Four Years 
of Age, Whoſe Advancement 
(though done without his Allow- 
ance) he enyy'd not, but regarded 
his Brother exceedingly, and brought 
him up with all Tenderneſs, forget- 
ting the Wrong offered to himie!t 
and his Mother Severa, for Valen- 
tinian's Mother's ſake, whoſe Name 
was Juſtina; a Damſel ſurpafling 


all other Women ſo far, that the 


Empreſs her ſelf tell in Love with 
her, and could not forbear extolling 
her Beauty beyond Compare, in the 
Hearing of the Emperor her Hus- 
band; who provoked hereby, took 
her alſo to Wife, by whom he had 
this young Valentinian, and three 
Daughters, albeit that his Wife Se. 
vera was yet living. In Britain, 


Clemens Maximus deſcended from 


Conſtantine the Great, had ſo won 


the Aﬀctions of the Britains, thro' 


his good Service done againſt the

And now pon 
Maximus haſtes into Gallis with en

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Days Skirmiſhing, being forſakendl 
his Soldiers, he was forced to fi, 
After which, he ſent Ambroſe B. 
ſhop of Milan, to ſuc for Peace witt 
Maximus, unto which Maxima 
ſeemed to incline; withal caufing 
Letters to be ſent, and Reports gir 
en out to ſoft- ſpirited Gratian, thit 
his Empreſs was upon her Journe 
to vilit him; which the innocer 
Empcror credited, and according 
ly ſet forward with Joy to met 
her; but when he opened the Li 
ter, therein hoping to embrace he!

Theſe Goths therefore, to revenge 
their Wrongs, choſe for their Leader 
a valiant Goth, named Alaricus, 
who ſhortly proved the Scourge of 
Rome, With him joined the Van- 
dals, Alanes and Swevians ; all 
which, with great Fury began to war 
in Auſtria and Hungary, increaſing 
their Powers with ſuch Maltitudes, 
that the World was amazed, and ſtood 
in Fear, For unto theſe reſorted 
Two Hundred Thouſand Goths 
more, under the Conduct of Rada- 
gaſins their King, who with united 
Forces over. ran Thracia, Hungary, 
Auſtria, Sclavonia, and Dalmatia, 
ſpoiling all in ſuch manner, that 
Devils and not Men ſecmed to have 
pals'd that way. The Roman Em- 
pire thus declining, andthe Armies 
in Britian fearing the Fury of the 
Goths, to ſecure themſclves the beſt 
way they could, elected an Emperor 
at home, one Marcus their Lieute- 
nant; but he not fitting their Hu- 
mours, they in a ſhort time mur- 
thered him. In whoſe ſtead they 
enthroned one Gratian a Britain, 
whom within Four Months they 
alſo murthered. At the Death of 
him, they elected, for the Names 
{:ke, one Conflantine, a common

After the 
Death of this Edmond, the King, 
dom ot the Eaſt Angles was poſſel 
ſed by the Danes, till ſuch time thy 
Edward, fir-named the Elder, ei 
pulſed them, and joined ita Proyin 
to the Weſt Saxons: But the Bj 
tains, during the time of the Hy 
rarchy, continu'd in the Defence 
their own rightful Inheritance, wit 
great Diſdain, and Valorous Re 
ſtance, as much as in them lay, 
preſſing the Saxon Yoke. 


The BRITISH Princes, who contended with the SaxoNs 
maintain their Country's Rights, were theſe chiefly. Firſt, 


 Ortigern, at that time King, by 
the Election of the Britains, 
when the Saxons were firſt invited 
into the Land. This Vortigernreign- 
ing firſt 16 Vears, and then depoſed 
tor his Favours to the Saxons, was 
retained in durance all the Reign of 
Vertimer his Son, after whoſe Death 
he was re-eſtabliſhed; but oppreſſed 
by the Saxons, and purſued by Aure- 
l:us, he fled into Wales, where in 
a Caſtle which he built by Melins's 
directions in the Mountains, he, with 
his Daughter, whom he had taken 
to Wife, were burnt to Aſhes.

He ſubdued Kent, Eaſt-Saxons, and 
Eafi- Angles, alſo the Mercians, and 
indeedall upon the North and South 


of Humber yielded him Obedience 
He was Crowned at Wincheſter ablo 
lute Monarch of the whole Iſlandi 
A. D. 819, and cauſed the South « 
this Iſland to be called Englans 
Three ſeveral times the Danes land 
ed in England in his Reign, who 
he expelled.

they were conſtrained to pay 1000 
Marks more. The Clergy he charg- 
ed with Maintenance for his Wars, 
bereaved the Religious Houſes of 
their Treaſures, Chalices and rich 
Shrines; abrogated, for the moſt 
part, the ancient Laws of the Land, 
ordaining new in their Stead, not 
ſo equal or eaſy to be kept; alſo 
cauſing them to be writ in the Nor- 
man Tongue, He ordained the four 
Law Terms, whereas before the 
Cauſes of the Kingdom were deter- 
mined in every Shire, or by the 
late Law of King Edward, in their 
Gemote or Conventicle, held Month- 
ly in every Hundred, He command- 
ed every Engliſh Houſholder to put 
out both Fire and Candle at Eight a 
Clock at Night. At which Hour, 
in all Cities, Towns and Villages, 
he cauſed a Bell to be rung by the 
Normans, then called Covre-few, 
that is, Cover fire, to prevent night- 
ly Meetings. He laid great Subſi- 
dies upon the Land. And that the 
ſame might account to his greater 
Benefit, be cauſed an exact Survey 
to be taken of the whole Kingdom, 
and of every particular Part and 
Commodity thereof, caufing all the 
People of England to be numbered, 
their Names taken, and what eve- 
ry One might diſpend by the Year; 
their Subſtance, Money and Bond i- 
men recorded. How many Yokes 
of Oxen and Plow-Lands were in 
the Realm, and what Services they 
owed him. Which done, he exact- 
ed Six Shillings to be paid him for 
every Hide of Land, The Book 
thus made of every ſeveral Survey, 
by the Engliſh was called Dooms- 
Day-Book, He permitted no Eng-

And the Pope was ſo 
mad, that he abſolved ail Kings and 
People, Poor and Rich, having De- 
pendance on him, from all Fealty 
and Subjection to him; whereupen 
Malecontents ſet themſelves to work 
Miſchief, The Welſh fall off from 
the King; wherefore at Notting ham 
he hangs up their Hoſtages, 28 in 
Number. His Nobles many of them 
held themſelves diſcharged of their 
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Allegiance, ſo rebel, inviting the 
French King to their Aſſiſtance, and 
promiling to ſettle the Emgliſh Crown 
on his Head ; Stephen Langton, and 
other Biſtiops implore the Pope's 
Help to ſupport the Church of Eng- 
land, being at the Point of Ruin. 
His officious Holineſs thereupon 
decrees, that King John muſt be de- 
poſed, and that he would appoint 
one more worthy in his Stead. To 
effectuate which, the Pope ſent his 
Letters to Philip King of France, 
requiring him to undertake the Af. 
fair of dethroning the King of Eng- 
land, and for his Reward he ſhould 
have Pardon of all his Sins, beſides 
the enjoying of the Engliſh Crown 
to him and his Heirs for eyer. Al- 
fo tranſmitting his Letters general 
to all Potentates, Soldiers, Men of 
War of all Nations, to ſign them- 
ſelves with the Sign of the Croſs, 
and to follow Philip in this Defign ; af.

In A. D. 1257, was Richard Farl 
of Cornwall, the King's Brother, 
elected King of the Romans, and 
was Crowyned at Aquiſgrane, hiving 
paid a large Sum ot Money for the 
Honour.

And he preſently 
after this cruel Battle called a Parlia- 
ment at Wincheſter, by whoſe Ap- 
probation he ſeized into his Hands 
the Charters of London, and other 
Diſloyal Towns, dihnherited ſuch 
as were on the Earl's fide, diftri- 
bute their Eſtates among his well 
deſerving Subjects. The Legate Car- 
dinal Orrobon Excommunicated the 
Biſhops of London, Winchesfler, Nor- 
ceſter, and Chicheſter, for their ad- 
hering unto the Earl. And now all 
things being calm in England, Prince 
Edward, with many of the Nobles, 
took the Croſs upon them fer the 
Holy Land. And the King to ſecure 
the Nation's Peace, held a Parlia- 
ment at Marleborough, where the 
Statutes of Marleborough were E- 
nated. But King Henry having 
been at Norwich, to puniſh the Ci- 
tizens Outrage in burning the Priory 
Church, he, in his return, fell grie- 
vouſly tick at the Abby of St. Ed- 
mond in Suffolk, and there died in 
A, D. 1272, and was buried at 
Heft minſter. His Wife was Eleanor, 
the Daughter of Raymond, Earl of 
Provence. His Iſſue was Edward, 
Ed mond, Sir- named Crouchback, Ri- 
chard, who died young; as alſo 
John, William, and Henry. Mar- 
garet, married to Alexander III.

This King laid the firſt Stone of the 
new Work of the Abby-Church at 
Weſtminſter.

Acts of Charity, that he made Lo- 
line, Prince of Wales (Montford's 
Contederate) when he was threat- 
ned hardly, it he would not live 
at Peace, to anſwer thus, I more 
fear the Aims Deeds of the King, 
than all the Men of War which he 
hath, and his Clergy to boot. King 
Henry, becauſe Thomas de la Linde 
killed a white Hart at Blackmore 
Foreſt, which he much fancied, ſct 
2a perpetual Fin: upon the Land, 
which at this Day is called White 
Hart Silver. 

In the 17thYear of his Reign, four 
Mock-Suns were ſeen from Morg- 
ing till Evening, after which tollow- 
ed ſo great a Dearth, that People 


were forced to cat Horſe. Fleſh and- 


Barks of Trees, and in London twen- 
ty Thouſaad were famiſhed, In 
tliis Famine, which was about A. D. 
1235, certain poor People of 460. 
Zeſiiz (ſo called then) in Cambridge- 
/b:re, whilſt Corn was green, pluck'd 
the Ears in the common Fields to 
ſuftain their Lives, whereupon the 
Owners call upon and compel the 
Prieſt to curſe them all ; but one a- 
mongſt them more humane than the 
reit, adjured the Prieſt in the Name 
ot God, to exempt his Corn from 
the Sentence, ſaying, It pleaſed him 
well that the Poor for their neceſſity 
had took of his Corn; and ſo com.

To James Lord Aud- 
ley, who in this Fight received ma- 
nv Wounds, the Prince gave 500 
Marks Land in Fee-Simple, which 
aid Land the Lord Audley beſtow- 
cd on his four Eiquires that had 
continued with him in all the Brunt 
and Fury of Danger. King Edward 
the Father, whilſt his Son was thus 
proſperouſly buſied in Fraxce, pro- 
ceeded in hoſtile Sort againſt the 
Scots, and brought King Baliol at 
Rox6orough to make a Surrender of 
his Crown to him. Prince Edward 
after his late Victory, marched with 
Toy and Triumph to Bourdeaux, 
where haviog refreſhed his wearied 
Soldiers, he took his Leave of France, 
thouzh not of the King thereof; 
for him he brought with him a 
Captive to London, whither the 
Prince was welcomed with exqui- 
ſite Honour by Henry Picard, then 
Lord-Mayor. Which faid Picard af. 
terwards at one Time teaſted at his 
own Charge the Kings of England, 
France, Scotland and Cyprus. King

De.th. But whilt King Richard 
was in Ireland to qualifie a Diflur- 
bance there, Henry Duke of Lan- 
caſter and Hereford lands in England 
with what Forces he had, pretend- 
ing nothing but the Recoyery of his 
Inheritance. To him there repaired 
Henry Piercy, the Earl of Northum- 
berland, his Son Hot-ſpur and Earl 
of Weſtmoreland, with many others:

of Money, and certain jewcls to 
the Lord Mayor of Londen tor Ten 
Thouſand Marks. Then with an 
Army of 25527 Soldiers every 
Fourth being an Horſe-man, be- 
ſides a Thouſand Carpenters and 
Labourers, upon Fuly 28. 3417. he 
took to the Seas; and Auguſt the 
firft, arrived in Normandy to their 
great Terror, many of the Inhabi- 
tants for fear flying into Britaign. 
Aad as ſoon as on Shore, to encou- 
rage his Followers, he dubbed Thire 
ty Eight Knights, then laid Siege 
againſt Conqueſt, the ſtrongeſt City 
in Normandy, which he took Au- 
guſt the Sixteenth. He took | kewi'e 
the Caſtles of Aumbelliers and Lo. 
vers; the firſt of which he gave to 
his Brother Clarence, the ſecon i to 
the Earl of Salisbury, and third to 
the Earl-Marſhal. Caen in Nor- 
mandy, the King took by Force, 
giving the Pillage thereof amongſt 
his Soldiers. Now whilſt King 
Henry was buſied in France, the 
Scots wrought what Miichief they 
could againſt him at Home, entred 
England in an Hoſtile manner, bring» 
ing with them one whom they pre- 
tended to be King Richard II. laid 
ſtraight Siege againit Roxbrough and 
Berwick ; but upon the Report of 
an Army of Eng/iſh coming ag. inſt 
them, they broke up their Sieges, 
and well was he that could firit ict 
owa Country, In 
Fanuary the ſtrong Town and 
Caſtic ol Fallors was delivered to the 
King; after which he disideg his 
Army into ſeveral Parts, under the 
Conduct of the Dukes of Clarence 
and Glouceſter, and Earl of Harwick. 
who tcok ſundry Garritons. The 
King ih while beüeged Roan, 
which after about a Tweirce Month's 
Siege, was delivetel te bim up-

A. D. 1418. Immediately after 
the Surrender of this, ſundry other 
Places of Note yielded themſelves, 
wherein King Henry placed Gar- 
riſons. And now France trembling 
at the Engliſh Succeſſes and their 
own Loſſes, ſought a Peace from 
Kiog Henry, who yielded to a per- 
ſonal Conterence to be held at Me- 
lun, whither Charles the French 
King, his Queen Iſabel, the Prin- 
ceſs Catherine, Duke of Burgundy, 
Count of St. Paul, with a Thouſand 
Horſe, camefirſt; King Henry, his 
Brothers of Clarence and Gloceſter, 
attended likewiſe with a Thouſand 
Horſe met them, wherein much 
Conference paſſed, but nothing was 
concluded, which did not well pleaſe 
the King of England: Wherefore 
ready to depart, he thus ſpoketo Bur- 
gundy, Couſin, I may not well digeſt 
this refuſal ; but be ye aſſured, that 
either I will have your King's Daugh- 
ter, and all my Demands, or elſe [ 
will baniſh both you and them out 
of France. You may ſpeak your plea- 
ſure, anſwered the Duke; but be- 
fore you ſhall thruſt us out of France, 
you ſhall be weary of the Enterprize. 
The Treaty thus broke, Burgundy 
reconciled himſelf with the Dauphin, 
and Henry diſpleaſed here - with,

ed by the Marquiſs of Suffolk. Tho- 
mas Wild the Duke's Servant alſo 
being condemned and pardoned, 
had for a Preamble in his Letters Pa- 
tents, Words importing, That he 
had been ane among many other 
Traytors againſt the King with Duke 
Humphry, who went about and 
practiſed to deiiver Eleanor, late 
Wife to the Duke, out of Priſon, 
for which purpoſe he had gathered 
a great Power and Number of Men 
to come to the Parliament at Bury, 
there to have contrived the King's 
Deſtruction. Such was the end of 
this Great Prince, who by the People 
of England was thought to be doubly 
murthered, by Detraction and dead- 
ly Practice.

A. D. 1454, The Duke of York 
in deſpight of his Sacred Oath fo 
publickly taken, raiſed Arms againſt 
the King, marching with his For- 
ces towards London. Againſt whole 
coming King Henry prepared an 
Army, with which he advanced to 
St, Albans, where a ſharp Battle was 
fought, and the Royal Party worſt- 
ed. On the King's ſide were ſlain 
the Duke of Somerſet, Faris of Nor- 
thumberland and Stafford, Lord Clif- 
ford, with ſundry worthy Knights 
and Fiquires, The Kiog himſelf 
was ſhot into the Neck with an 
Arrow, taken Priſoner, and con- 
veyed back to Loxdon; where in 
July immediately following, a Par- 
liament was holden, the Precurſor 
whereof was a Blazing Star, which 
appeared in June, extending its 
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Beans to the South. The firſt po- 


pular A& of this Aſſembly, was 
to reſtore the Memory of Duke 
Humphrey to Honour, declaring him 
to have been a true Subject to the 
King and Reilm. The next was 
to tree the Torł is from Treaſon, as 
to their taking up of Arms, In this 
Parliament 'the Dake of York crea- 
ted himſelf Protector of England ;

He took all Injuries, 
whereof he received plenty, ſo pa- 
tiently, that he not only did not 
ſeck to revenge them, but gave God 
thanks that he did ſend them to 
puniſh his Sins in this Life, that he 
might eſcape Puniſhment in the 
Lite to come. To a Ruffun that 
ſtruck him on the Face whilſt he 
was Priſoner, he only ſaid, For- 
ſooth you are to blame to ſtrike 
me your anointed King. Not long 
before his Death, being demanded, 
why he had ſo long held the Crown 
of England unjuſtly, he replied, My 
Father was King of England, qui- 
etly enjoying the Crown all his 
Reign; and his Father, my Grand- 
fire, was alſo King of England, 
and I even a Child in the Cradle.

And repeating theſe 
Words very oft, ſuddenly with a 
Sword the Fxecationer ſevered her

Lord Rochford, the Queen's Brother, 
coming to her Bedſide, to ſolicite a 
Suit, leaned thercupon to whiſper - 
her in the Ear, which the Spials 
gave forth that he did ſoto kiſs the 
Queen. Moſt probable it is, that the 
Crimes which this Queen was 
charged withal, were; Matters con- 
trived by Popiſh Inſtruments, becauſe 
ſhe gave great Encouragements unto 
many, more publickly, and with 
boldneſs, to profeſs the Reformed 
Religion, and procured a Tolerati- 
on for the Proteſtant Divines. More- 
over, that this Queen's Death was 
rather ſought for than merited by 
her, ſeems alſo very probable, be- 
cauſe that the next Day after her 
Death, the King was married unto 
the Lady Jane Seymour, Daughter 
of John Seymour, Knight, who in 
October 1537, bare to the King a 
Son, who was named Edward, and

A. D. 1540, and January the 
Sixth, was King Henry married un- 
to the Lady Anne, Sitter to the Nuke 
of Cleve; but he retrained her Bed, 
for the diſlike he had to her Perſon;

The cauſe 
why the King fell into diſlike of 
him, and conſequently of his Ruin, 
was, becauſe he ſtood in the Defence 
of the Lady Anne ot Cleve, and 
ſpake not all well of the Lady Ca- 
tharine Howard, whom the King 
was minded and did take to Wife. 
Which diſtaſt of the King's againſt 
him, his Enemy Stehen Gardner, Bi. 
ſhop of Mincheſſer, did improve to 
Cromwell's Deſtruction, who was be» 
headed on Tower- Hill, and with e 

te 
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the Lord Hungerford of Heitsbury, for 
Buggery. 

Margaret Counteſs of Salisbury, 
Daughter of George Duke of Cla- 
rente, and Mother of Cardinal Regi- 
nald Pole, being neither Arraigned 
nor Tryed, but condemned by Par- 
liament as Cromwell, bad been, was 
beheaded. And the Lord Leonard 
Grey, about the ſame time, loſt his 
Head for Treaſon. And the next 
Day after his Death, Tho. Fines Lord 
Dacree: ot the South, died at Tyburn 
for killing a Man in a Fray, Nor 
was the Sword ſheathed until the 
Heads of Queen Catharine Howard, 
and the Lady Fane Rockford were 
truck off; the former tor Adultery, 
the other for Concealment, as was 
alledged. The Parties offending 
with Catharine Howard, were Fran · 
cis Dereham and Thomas Culpepper; 
Dereham before ſhe was Queen, and 
Culpeper after, who both were cx- 
ecuted at Tyburz, December the, 
tenth; and on February the twelfth 
following, Mrs. Catherine Howard 
(for ſo in the Act of Attainder ſhe 
is called) who had been Queen for 
the ipace of a Year and half, with 
the Lady Zane, Widow of the Lord 
Rochford, were brought unto the 
Tower-hill, where in lamentable Pal. 
fions they ſuffered Death. This 
Queen proteſted after her Condem- 
nation, to Dr. ¶hite, her laſt Con- 
feſſor, that ſhe was guiltleſs, ha- 
2 never ſo abuſed her Soyereign's

To this the Com- 
mons voted, That all thoſe Perions 
were Enemies to the Commen- 
wealth, that ſhould Ovey the King 
in any of his Commands concern- 
ing them; and it was Lawful for 
any Perſon to aſſiſt the ſaid Mem- 
bers. And becauſe the King came 
into the Houſe of Commons, and 
there demanded to have the Five 
Members delivered up to him, 
(though he left his Guard of Pen- 
fioners, and Lords and Gentlemen 
without upon the Stairs) the Com- 
mons voted this Proceeding of he 
King's a Breach of the Privilege 
of Varliament; and withal publiſh- 
ed a Declaration, That whotoever 
ſhould arreſt any Member of Par- 
liament by Warrant from the King 
oaly, was Guilty of the Breach of 
Parliamentary Privileges ; and like- 


wiſe, That all they who attended 


the King when he came to demand 
the Five Members (then hid in the 
City) were Guiiry of a Traicerous 
Detign againſt the King and Patlia- 
ment. The Londoners came throng- 
ing to Weſtminſter in a Tumultu- 
ous ſort, to petition for the Im- 
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A peiched Members, behaving them- 


telves very rudely towards the 
Biſhvps. And ſuch Increaſe and 
Numbers of the heady common 
People aſſembled in a Tumultuous 
manner about Ii ehall and Weft- 
miſter, that the King juſtly miſtruſt- 
ing tome Danger from them, with- 
drew himſelf, with the Queen and 
their Children, ro Windſor, The 
next Day after which, the Five 
Members were Triumphantly 
guarded from London to Weſtmin- 
ſter by Water. Strange Reports 
were theſe times given out con- 
cerning Dangers from the King; 
how that Troops cf Papiſts were 
githered about Kingſton upon 
Thames, under the Command ot 
Colonel Lundsford, who was Cha- 
ractered be of fo monſtrous an Ap- 
petite, that he would eat Children, 
and other like falſe ridicvlousStories. 
Peritions were preſented the Pare 
liament, requiring that neither the 
Biſnops nor Popiſh Lords ſhould 
continue to Vote amongſt the Peers. 
Women allo preſented a Petition 
to the like purpoſe. The Houſe 
of Commons petitioned his Maje- 
ſty. that they might have the Tower 
and London Militia put into their 
Hands; which he denied to grant. 
Vet did they place Major General 
Seiten over that Militia, 

The King in hopes to ſtay the Fu- 
ry of the Faction, coaſcnted to al- 
moſt all that they deſired.

A. D. 164 4, Sir William Waller 
defeated Sir Ralth Hopten about 
Brandon Heath. The Lord Fairfax 
and his Son, Sir Thomas, tcok 
divers of the King's Garriſons in 
the North. Prince Rupert raiſed 
the Siege of Latham Houſe, which 
Garrilſon had been defended the 
{pace of about Eighteen Weeks, by 
that Loyal and Magnanimous Lady 
the Countels of Derby. June 29. 
The King's Forces gave a great 
Defeat to Waller's Army at Cropre- 
dy · Bridge. And preſently after this, 
the King drove the Earl of Eſſeæ 
up into Cornwall; but the Earl de- 
ſerted his Army, paſſing by Water 
to Plymouth; and his Horſe taking 
the Advantage of a dark Night, et- 
caped, leaving the Foot to ſhift 
how they could. who capitulated 
tor their Lives, leaving their Arms, 
Cannon, Ammunition, and Bag- 
g2ge, to the King's Diſpoſal. Thea 
Hfedcome, Barnſtable, and Saltaſh 
yielded to the King, who now 


victoriouſly marched towards Lon- 
don, Fuly 
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A Fuly the 3d, was agreat Fight 


at Marſioz-Moore, where the Par- 
liament obtained a very confidera- 
ble Victory, And Oclober 27. 
Eſex. Haller, and the Earl of 
Mancheſier met the King, as he 
came out of the Welt of Newbury, 
where a ſharp Battle was fought, 
and the King's party forced out of 
the Field. 

In November Mac-Mahon an 
Iriſh Rebel was Hang'd and Quar- 
tered at Darn.

Plymouth to the King's Forces. 

January the iſt, Hotham the Son, 
and Fanuary the Second, Hotham 
the Father, were Beheaded on 
Tower-Hill, for deſigning to betray 
Hull to the Royaliſts, and tor 
other Treacheries. 

William Laud, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, having been Voted 
guilty of High Treaſon by the 
Houſe of Commons, and condem- 
ned by the Houſe of Peers to be 
drawn, hang'd and quarter'd, 
(though upon his Petition they 
changed the manner of his Exe- 
cution) was trovght to the Scat- 
fold on Tower-hill, Fanuary 10. 
where he Preached his laſt Sermon, 
taking for his Text, Heb. 12. v. 2, 
So yielding his Neck to the Stroke 
of the Execationer. The Charge a-

On the 
King's ſide were flain 20 Kaighte, 
Colonels, and Officers oi Note, and 
600 private Soldiers; and of Pri- 
ſoners were taken 6 Colonels, $ 
Lieutenant Colonels, 18 Majors, 
70 Captains, with. many other 
Officers, 4500 commen Soldiers, 
13 of the King's Houſhold-Seryants, 
I 2 pieces of Ordnance, 8o o Arms, 
40 Barrelsof Powder, 200 Carriages, 
{tore of rich Pillage, 3000 Horſes, 
the King's Standard, one of his 
Coaches, his \Cabinet of Letters, 
which the Parliament cauſed to 
be made publick, 

April 16. Leiceſter was yielded 
up to Sir Thomas Fairfax, which 
accompliſhed, he marched into the 
Weſt to relieve Taunton, then be- 
lieged by the Royal Party. At 
Langport he diſcomfited the Lord 
Goring's Forces, taking 1400 Pri- 
lonerss Then Bridgewater and 
Bath yielded to him. Then he 


beſieged Skerbourn Caſtle, and ſent 
Cromwell to ſuppreſs the Wiles and 
Dorſetſhire Clubmen, aſſociated a- 
bout Shaftelbury, which he did; 
killing ſome, taking others, and 

diſperling 
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diſperſing the reſt. Theſe Club- 
men declaring themſelves Neutrals, 
pretending only to ſecure their own 
Properties. Auguſt 15, Sherbourn

At Rowton Heath, near Cheſler, 
Colonel Poyns worſted his Majellies 
Forces,

burn routed the Royaliſts comman- 
ded by the Lord Digby, and Sir 
Marmaduke Langdale. Colonel 
Birch and Colonel Morgan, by a 
Stratagem took Hereford for the 
Parliament. At Bovey-tracy, Oliver 
Cromwell ſurprized the Lord 
Wentworth, took Three Regi- 
ments, diſperſing Two others. 
Fairfax took Dartmouth, defeated 
the Lord Hopton at Torrington, and 
immediately after blocks him up 
at Truro, inforcing him to Disband 
his Army. March 21. Jacob Lord 
Aſply was routed at Stow in the 
Weld, by Sir Wm, Brereton, and Colo - 
nel Morgan, The Loyal Lord himſelf 
was taken Priſoner, with 1506 
others. Many of the King's Gar- 
riſons fell this Year into the Hands 
of the Parliamentarians; as Briſtol,

When the Factious

Theſe Proceedings the Houle 
of Lords deteſted, ſo did the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland; the Judges of the 
Land affirmed it to be contrary to 
the known Laws and Cuſtoms of 
England, for the King to be brought 
to Tryal; and the Presbyterian 
Miniſters did both publickly and 
privately diſſwade them from this 
horrid Action, tho'gh all in vain : 
And the more to aniuate the King's 
Judges in their illegal Proceedings, 
that Pulpit-Jeſter Hugh Peters 
preached before them cn that Text, 
Pſalm 149. 8. To bind their Kings in 
Chains, &c. Such Honour have all his 
Saints; when he aflured them, that 
they were the Saints there meant, 
often in his Sermon calling them 
the Saint judge s; and profeſſed, 
that he had for certain found, up. 
on a ſtrict Scrutiny, that there were 
in the Army $ooo Saints, no leſs 
Holy than thoſe that now converſed 
in Heaven with God Almighty. 
Afterwards kneeling in his Pulpit, 
weeping and lifting up his Hands, 
he earneſtly begg d them in the 
Name of the People of England, 
that they would execute Juſtice up.

The Earl of Shafrsbury being ac- 
cuſed of Treaſonable Practices, was 
committed to the Tower, and on 
the 24th of November a Bill of In- 
dictment was preferred againſt him 
to the Grand-Jury of London, be- 
fore whom was produced a Paper, 
importing an Aſſociation to oppoſe 
the Duke of York's coming to the 
Crown, by Force of Arms, &c. 
which Paper was found in the Lord 
Shaftsbury's Cloſet, and eight Per- 
ſons {wore againſt the ſaid Lord, 
very treaſonous and irreverent Words 
that he had utter'd againſt the King, 


and that he had hired Fifty Men to 


attend him at the Oxford Parlia- 
ment, where, upon any Diſturbance, 
they were to have ſeized the Guards, 
c. But the Jury brought in the Bill 
Ignoramus, and ſo obſtructed his 
further Trial. The 
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The Parliament which fat in Scor- 
land July the 28th, under the Duke

They 
were all apprehended, rhe three 
Ruffians in Town, aud the Count 
in Diſguiſe at Graveſend, endea- 
vouriug to make his Eſcape beyond 
Sea ; and being brought to Trial 
for the Murther, the principal A- 
gents were condemned to be hang'd; 
but the Count was by the Jury 
brought in Not Guilty, They were 
accordingly executed in the Pall- 
mall, near the Place where they had 
com mitted the Fact, and Boroski a 
Pole, who fired the Blunderbuſs, 
was afterwards hang'd in Chains 
at Mile-End.

all Perſons that ſhould publiſh or 
diſperſe the Duke of Monmouth's X 
Declaration; and another Procla- 
mation promiſing a Reward of 5000/. 
to him that ſhould bring the Body 
of James Duke of Monmouth dead 
or alive. 

The Duke of Monmouth's Decla- 
ration was Entituled, The Declara- 
tion of James Duke of Monmouth, 
and the Noblemen, Gentlemen, and 
others, now in Arms, for the De- 
fence and Vindication of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and 1 Laws, 
Rights, and Privileges of England, 
from the Invaſion made upon them, 
and for delivering the Kingdom 
from the Uſurpation and Tyranny 
of James Duke of York. And in it 
he _ the King with Poiſon- 
ing his late Majeſty. 

On the 14th of June, Monmouth 
having already encreaſed his Num- 
ber, marched out of Lyme with 60 
Horſe, and 110 Foot, went with 
them two Miles, and then left em 
to the Command of the Lord Grey. 
Theſe enter'd Bridport (where were 
aſſembled ſome of the Gentlemen of 
the Country, and Soldiers of the 
Militia) in a very hoſtile Manger, 
firiag their Guns and Piſtols very 
thick; ſome of them attack'd an 
Inn, where they ſeiz'd ten Horſes, 
and killd two Gentlemen, Mr. 
Wadbam Strangeways, aud Mr. Ed- 
ward Coaker, and wounded a third, 
one Mr Harvey. This alarm'd the 
reſt of the Gentlemen and Soldiers, 
who ſoon got to their Arms and 
charg'd them, kill'd about ſeven, 
and took twenty three Priſoners, 
and put the reſt to flight, who lelt 

behind them about forty Muskets, 
but carried off one of their Officers 
that was kill'd. Upon this the Kio

Field, which gave Occaſion to a 
Report of his being killed in the 
Fight. Of the King's Forces about 
300 were killed, and a great many 
wounded. 

The Duke of Monmouth, and the 
Lord Grey made toward the Sca-fide, 
and coming to Gillingham, were 
conducted by a Guide to Hengood, 
but Parties being ſent out in Pur- 
ſuit of them, on the 7th of July 
the Lord Grey wastaken in a Wood 
near Holt-Lodge, with his Guide; 
and the next Day the Duke of 
Monmouth, with a German Colo- 
nel, was alſo taken in an Enclo- 
ſure adjoining to the Wood, by 
ſome of the Lord Lumley's Regi- 
ment of Horſe, and was immedi- 
ately brought to London, and com- 
mitted cloſe Priſoner in the Tower. 
And on the 15th of the ſame Month 
was Beheaded on Tower- hill, by 
Virtue of an Attainder in Parlia- 
ment. 

Thus ended the Life of this Duke, 
who made himſelf unbappy by his 
imprudent Ambition, He was the 
eldeſt of King Charles's Natural 
Sons, and dearly beloved by his Fa- 
ther, who had heaped upon him 
Honours and profitable Employ- 
ments, and married him to the 
Heireſs of one of the Richeſt and 
Nobleſt Families in Scotland, with 
whom he lived in great Splendor 
and Reputation, till he loſt his Fa- 
ther's Favour, as before related. 
He left two young Sons, who were 
for ſome Time confin'd, but with 
honourable Atrendance. 

And now the publick Peace being 
reſtor'd, the King, by Proclamation, 
appointed a Publick and Solemn 
r to Almighty God, to 
be made on the 26th Day of July, for 
the happy end of this Diſturbance. 

X Soon 
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Soon after the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Tefferies was ſent down into the 


WY Veſt with a Commiſſion of Oyer 


and Terminer, to Try and Judge 
thoſe that had been concern'd in 
the Rebellion; great Numbers of 
whom, being found guilty, were at 
ſeveral Times and Places executed; 
beſides which, about 700 had their 
Lives given them; but were Tranſ- 
ported into the Plantations in Ame— 
rica. And many others made a 
ſhift to obtain their Pardons. The 
Condeminations and Executions in 
this truly call d Bloody-Afſize, were 
lo numerous, that Jefferies bragg'd 
He bad bang'd more Men than all 
the Judges of England, fince Wil- 
liam the Conqueror. And this too 
after Kirk (a Man famous for his 
Cruelcy) had already by Martial 
Law hang'd up great Numbers. 
The Parliament, in the mean 
Time, had demonſtrated their hear- 
ty Loyalty to the King, by paſſing 
an Act, to grant an Aid to his Ma- 
jeſty for ſuppreſſing the Rebellion,

* Parliament of Scotland met 
8 the latter end of April, to 
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whom the Earl of Murray (bein 
High-Commiſſioner) made a Speec 
to this Effect; 

He told them how ſenſible the 
King was of their Zeal and Loy- 
alry to him. That they thould all 
thare in the Protection and Care 
his Majeſty would have over 
them. To demonſtrate which, 
the King was opening a free In- 
tercourſe of Trade between Eng- 
land and Scotland. That he had 
tull Inſtructions to conſent to any 
Propoſal for freeing them from the 
Inconvenience of importing Iriſh 
Cattle, and to the ſettling an open 
Mint for the beuefit of Trade. 
That the King deſired no further 
Supply, being extreamly ſatisfied 
in what they had already given. 
That he was empowered to con- 
ſent to whatſoever Laws they ſhould 
© contrive for the Regulation and 
Fay of the Soldiers. And to con- 
© (ent to an Act of Oblivion, with 
© ſome neceſſary Exceptions. 

The 10th of May the Parliament 
met at Weſtminſter, but were again 
prorogued to the 22d of Novem- 
ber. 

On the 14th of May the King and 
the whole Court removed to Wind- 
ſor, where the Princeſs of Denmark 
was brought to bed of a Daughter, 
who was Chriſtened Anna-Sophia, 
by the Biſhop of Durham, 

Miles Preance, one of the Wit-

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King s- Bench Bat, indicted of Per- 
jury, to which he pleaded guilty. 

The Army, as we have ſaid, was 
kept up and encreaſed, and being 
quartered up and down in the Coun- 
tries, became a great Grievance to 
the Subject; to caſe whom, and to 
inure the Soldiers to a War- 
like Manner of Living, the King 
cauſed his Army to lie encamp'd on 
Hounſlow-Heath, a good part of 
this Summer, as he did alſo every 
Summer after, all his Reign. 

June 21. Mr. Samuel Fobnſon, 
Clerk, was tryed. at the King'-Bench 
Bar upon an Information of High 
Miſdemeanor, for writing and pub- 
lithing two Libels, of which he was 
found Guilty ; and on the 16th of 
November following, was ſenten- 
ced to ſtand in the Pillory, to be 
whipt from Newgate to Tyburn, 
and beſides, Fined 500 Marks, and 
to lie in Priſon till it is paid. 

July 17. The Earl of Powis, the 
Lord Arundel of Wardour, the 
Lord Bellaſis, and the Lord Dover, 
all Roman Catholicks, were ſworn 
of the King's Privy Council. 

The King having named Dr. 
Cartwright Dean of Rippon, and 
Dr. Parker Archdeacon of Canter - 
bury, to ſucceed the eminently Lear- 
ned and Pious Dr. Pearſon, and 
Dr. Fell, deceaſed, in the Biſhop- 
ricks of Cheſter and Oxford, they 
were accordingly conſecrated on the 
17th of Odfober.

The Biſhop of London, when the 
diſpenſing Power in the laſt Seſſion 
of Parliament, was under Debate, 
made a pretty ſmart Speech againſt 
it; which the Papiſts watched an 
Opportunity to revenge ; and there- 
fore made uſe of the following Pre- 
text. 

Dr. Sharp, then Rector of St. 
Giles's, afterwards Lord Archbiſhop 
of York, had in a Sermon utter'd 
ſome Words againſt Popery, which 
ſome buſy Popiſh Emiſſary immedi- 
ately carried to Court with all ima- 
ginable Aggravations; ſo that the 
King took Offence at it, and was 
pleaſed to ſend to the Biſhop of Ton- 
don, commanding him forthwith 
to ſuſpend Dr. Sharp from Preach- 
ing in his Dioceſs, till Satisfaction 
was given. The Biſhop in Anſwer 
wrote a Letter to the Lord Sunder- 
land, and ſent it by Dr. Sharp,

The King in his Declaration for 
Liberty of Conſcience, had repeated 
his Promiſe of Protecting and Main- 
raining the Church of England in 
the free Exerciſe of their Religion, 
and in the quiet Enjoy ment of all 
their Poſſeſſions; which how well 
he perform'd, may be judged, by 
the Proceedings agaiuſt the Biſhop. 
of London alteady related; and by 
the Proſecutions of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, and the Fellows of St. Ma- 
y Magdalen College in Oxford, 
which I am now coming to relate. 
And firſt that of Cambridge, which 
was thus; 

One Alban Francis, a Benedictine 
Monk, obtained the King's Letter 
to the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
commanding them to admit him to 
the Degree of Maſter of Arts, with- 
out taking the uſual Oaths. This 
Letter he poſted with to Cambridge, 
where arriving the gth of Februa- 
79. laſt, he immediately ſhewed it 
to the Vice-Chancellor, and demand- 
ed Obedience to it, which the Vice- 
Chancellor deſired Time to conſider 
of, and to conſult the Senate of that 
Univerſity, whom he accordingly 
Aſſembled on the 21ſt. And the 
Letter being read to them, it was 
refolv'd, That the Vice-Chanccllor 
be adviſed to forbear admitting the 
ſaid Francis till they had petition'd 
the King to revoke his Mandate; 
and in Order to it, the Vice-Chan-

On the 23d of December, a Pro- 
clamation was iſſued, appointing a 
Day of ſolemn Thankſgiving for the 
Queen's Conception. And the ſame 
was ordered likewiſe in Scotland, 
on the 17th of January. 

About this time, Commiſhoners 
were appointed by the King, and 
(ent into the ſeveral Counties of Eng- 
land, to enquire what Money or 
Goods had been levied upon Roman 
Catholicks and Diſſenters vpon the 
Proſecutions for Recuſancy, aud not 
paid into the Exchequer. 

On the 11th of March, a Coun. 
cil of Officers, or Court Martial, 
was appointed to meet every Friday, 
for redreſſing Grievances, and cor- 
recting the Diſorders of the Soldiers, 
to whom all Complaints againſt the 
Soldiery were ordered to be made. 

On the 14th of March, a Procla- 
mation came out, to command all 
the King's Subjects that were in 
Arms in the Service of the States of 
Holland, to return to England. 
Which Proclamation gave occaſion 
to ſome Diſputes betwixt the Mar- 
quiſs of Abbeville, the King's En- 
voy at the Hague, and the States 
General. 

There were ſix Regiments of Foot, 
three of Engliſh and three of Scotiſh

On the 27th of April, the King 
renewed his Declaration for Libert 
of Conſcience with ſome Additions, 
and a promiſe to get it eſtabliſhed 
by Act of Parhament. And on the 
4th of Hay, it was order'd in Coun- 
cil, that this Declaration be publick- 
ly read in all Churches and Chap- 
pels throughout the Kingdom, This 
was a Thing that gave great Of- 
tence ro both Clergy and Lany of 
the Church of England, it ſceming 
very hard that the Miniſters ſhould 
be obliged to publiſh to their Con- 
gregations, That they need not auy 
longer come to Church, to ſay no- 
thing of the Illegality of it. 

On the 10th of June, being Sun- 
day, between Nine and Ten a Clock 
in the Forenoon, the Queen was 
ſaid to be brought to bed of a Son 
at St. James's, to the great Satisfa- 
ction of the King, who now e- 
ſteemed himſelf perfectly happy.

In the Anſwer to that 
Addreſs the King ſet forth not only 
an Eſtimate of what Forces were 
neceſſary for Ireland, viz. 20009 
Men, bur alſo preſs'd the Parlia- 
ment to conſider the Condition of 
the Dutch, who now wanted our 
Aſſiſtance againſt France, and re- 
com mended the providing a ſufficient 
Fleet for both theſe Services. 

Some of the Scotch Forces now in 
England, viz. the Royal Regiment 
of Horſe, and part of Dumbartos's 
Regiment of Foot pretended to De- 
lert the Service, and accordingly ſet 
forward for Scotland; but the King 
purſuant to the Advice of Parliament 
(March 15th) ſent Forces after them, 
which ſoon reduced them to their 
Duty, and to prevent future Evil, 
they were immediately ſent to Hol- 
land. 

On the 11thof April, 1689. their 
Majeſties were crown'd at Weſtmin- 
ſter with the full Magnificence, Splen- 
dor and Ceremony uſual on ſuch Oc- 
caſions.

The 
Iriſh ſoon after having diſcovered 
the King, fir'd hard upon the Place 
where he ſtood, and at the firſt 
Shot kill'd a Man and two Horles. 
within a hundred Paces of his Ma- 
jelty, and in the next Shot, a Bul-⸗ 
let grazing upon a Hillock, in its 
Rebound ſtruck the King a-ſlant on 
the Shoulder, tore through his 
Cloaths, and raz'd the Skin. The 
diſorder that this neceſſarily made in 
thoſe about the King, made the J- 
iſh conclude him kill'd; which 
Report immediately run to Dub/in, 
and from thence to Paris, where 
they had the Folly to make publick 
Rejoycings for it. 

King William having got his 
Wound dreſs'd mounted again and 
ſhew'd him ſelf to the whole Army. 
Thac Evening a Council of War 
was held, whercin it was reſolv'd 
to pals the River on the Morrow. 
Duke Schomberg having advis'd 
ſomething that was not accepted, 
retir'd to his Tent in diſguſt, and 
had bur a ſmall Part in the Action: 
But his Son was in the Heat of it, 
and ſhew'd great Bravery. 

July 1. This famous Battel was 
fought, the Detail whereof is too 
long for this Manual. It is ſuffi- 
cient to ſay, That King Wilkam 
was continually in Motion, and in 
the Places of greateſt Danger, lead- 
ing up his Men and giving Or- 
ders; and that in paſling the Ri- 
ver, his Horſe ſtuck ſo faſt in the 


Mud, that he was forced to alight 
to 
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to get him out. Whilſt on the o- 
ther hand, King James ſtood on a 
neighbouring Hill to ſee the Action, 
Count Lau zun, Licutenant-General 
Hamilton, and Mr. Sheldon, having 
the chief Command of his Army. 
The Battle laſted ſeveral Hours 
with various Succeſs, both Parties 
having at ſeveral Times Advantages 
in the ſeveral Places of Action, till 
in the End the Iriſh uh way, and 
Hamilton being taken Priſoner, 
Lauzun rode to King James and 
adyis'd him to Retreat, which with- 
out Delay he did, and arriv'd that 
Night at Dublin. 

Duke Schomberg did not paſs the 
River, till Monſieut Cai/lemote who 
Commanded the French Refugees, 
was carried off to his Tent, which 
leaving that Body in ſome Diſor- 
der, the Duke haſted over to their 
Aſſiſtance, where he was preſently 
after attack'd by a Party of King 
James's Guards and Wounded, but 
not mortally ; but his Friends in fi- 
Ting too haſtily upon thoſe that 
attack'd him, thot the Duke him- 
ſelf thro' the Neck, of which he di- 
ed immediately. Mr. Walker, the 


Defender of Lon4on-Derry, having 


again taken the Sword at this Place, 
was kill'd in the Fight. None o- 
thers of eminent Note are named 
amongſt the Kill'd or Taken in this 
Day's Action: Which indeed was 
not a very bloody one; for King 
James's Side, who loſt moſt, were 
reckon'd to be diminith'd but 1500 
Men by the Battle.

Another under Lieutenant General 
Talmaſh for the Land Service, and 
the Lord Berkly as Sea Commander, 
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made an attempt upon Breſt, On 
the 5th of June they ſail'd from the 
Fleet, and on the 7th Anchor'd in 
Camaret-Bay. So many Ships as 
were neceſſary drew in near the 
Shore, and General Ta/maſh with 
the Well-boats and goo Men Land- 
ed, hut made nothing of it; the 
Marquis of Caermarthen brought 
the Boats off after the loſs of many 
Men, but General Talmaſh loſt his 
Life in the Attempt. But the Lord 
Berkley had better Succeſs at Dieppe, 
whither he ſail'd and threw in 1000 
Bombs, which ſet the Town on 
fire in ſeveral Places, and frighted 
the People ſo entirely, that if he 
had been ſenſible of it the Town 
had been taken. From thence they 
went io Havre de Grace, where 


Bembow threw in at leaſt 300 Bombs 


more, and did conſidemble Da- 
mage, but the Weather provin 
bad he was forced to draw off 
Aud then the whole Fleet ſailed to 
Cadiz, where they lay the whole 
Summer and protected Spain, 
which the French had Intention 
to have uſed roughly this Cam- 
paign.

the 29th, Villeroy came up to at- 
tack the Confederate Army, but 
they were ſo well poſted that he 
durſt not attempt it, but retir'd in 
the Night. Marches and Counter- 
matches were all the French could 
do afterwards, for they were ſo 
well obſery'd by the Conſederates, 
that they could not diſtreſs us e- 
nough to hinder the King ſending 
off 3000 Grenadiers: to alliſt in 
the General Aſſault of the Caſtle of 
Namur, which was concerted for 
the zoth of Auguſt.

And finally, on November the 9th, 
he came to Oxford, where he was 
complimented by the Univerſity, 
and entertain'd in the Theatre, with 
fine Mulick, an elegant Oration, 
and a noble Banquer. The King

Free from all 
Payments of Cuſtoms, Taxes or 
any Impoſirions whatſoever, for 
the Term of 21 Years; and fur- 
thermore that his Majeſty promis'd 
to protect them and interpoſe his 
Authority, for Reſtitution and Re- 
paration of any Damage done to 
their Ships. Which Powers put- 
ting that Company upon ſo much 
a better Foot than the Engliſh were, 
would tend to the Deſtruction of 
the Trade of England, To * 
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it was accordingly preſented to the 
Who anſwered that he had 
been ill ſerved in Scotland, but he 
hoped ſome Remedies might be 
found to prevent the Inconveniences 
which might ariſe from this Act.

Where the Bill be- 
ing Read and open'd by the King's 
Council, and anſwer'd by rhe Pri- 
loner's, Three Days Time was gi- 
ven to the Priſoner to prepare for 
his Defence. On the 16th, he was 
again brought to the Bar, and then 
the King's Council exhibited the E- 
vidence, viz. Captain Porter, viva 
Voce, who depos'd, That Sir Jobn 
Fenwick was one of thole who 
{cat over Charnock to Invite King 
James, with a French Power to 
Invade England. And the Depo- 
hicion in Writing of Goodman to 
the ſame purpole, ſworn expreſs 
againſt Sir Jobn Fenwick before the 
Secreraty of State; together with 
the Record of the ſame Goodman's 


Depoſition at Cook's Tryal, where 


he {wore in open Court, that Sir 
John Fenwick was one ofthe Com- 
patty with Cook as aforeſaid. Here 
the King's Council left it; and then 
the Council for the Priſoner urg'd 
what they thought proper againſt 
the Form of Proceeding, but no- 
thing in Defence of the Innocence 
of their Clieut. M hich being con- 
cluded, they were order'd to with- 
draw, and the Queſtion for Com- 
mitment of the Bill being propos'd, 
another Struggle was made. But

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On the 25th of November, the 

Bill was Read the third Time, and

In the Houſe of Lords, the Bill 
went thro? all the ſame Forms with 
the ſame Oppoſitions. Till in the 
End the Queſtion being pur for 
paſſing, it paſs'd inthe Affirmative, 
Yea's 68, No's 61. And the Diſ- 
ſenting Lords emer'd their Proteſt 
againſt it.

French being more numerous, and 
Inconveniences lying in the way of 
making a Diverſion, his Majeſty 
declar'd he would not ſacrifice the 
Lives of his Men in relieving a 
Town, which being taken, muft 
a few Months hence be reſtored 
by Treaty. The fame Argument 
influenc'd the Beſieged, fo that it 
was ſurtender'd the 5th of June. 
Nothing elſe was done in Flanders. 
In Catalonia the Duke of Ven- 
aoſme beſieged Barcelona, both 
by Sca and Land. 
Heſſe Darmſtadt com manded in the 
Place, and made a brave Reſiſt- 
ance, But the French made ſuch 
Expedition in {ending Reinforce- 
ments to the Beſiegers, and the 
Spaniards were ſo flow in ſending 
Relief to the Beſteged, that the 
City was ſurrender'd by Capitula- 
tion, after a nine Weeks Reſiſtance. 
The Conferences for the Peace 
went on but ſlowly, thro' the Dit- 
ficulties rais'd by the ſeveral Parties.

This probably facilitated the 
Treaty, for not many Weeks after 
it was terminated, by the Conclu- 
tron of a Peace with France, on 
the Parts of Spain, England and 
Holland, which was ſigned by the 
Plenipotentiaries of thoſe Nations, 
September the 20th, N. 8. The 
Miniſters of the Emperor, and the 
Princes of the Empire would not 
agree to the Terms propoled, bur

Upon the firſt, the Debates were 
long; the King's Friends pleaded 
for continuing part of the Army on 
Foot, becauſe the Nation was ſtill 
unſettled, and the juſt Fears of King 
Jamet not quite removed, the Friends 
of that Prince being ſtill Bold and 
Numerous, and becauſe the French 


King ſtill kept his whole Army up, 


and was thereby ready to break the 
Peace at any time. Bur the other 
Side collecting together all the Ar- 
guments againſt a ſtanding Army, 
and ſetting forth in the moſt lively 
Manner the Inconveniences and 
Danger to the People ariſing from 
it.

That no Perſon born 
out of the Dominions of this Crown 
ſhall becapable of enjoying any Of- 
fice of Truſt, or having Grants of 
Lands. Thar the Judges Commiſ- 
ſions be quam diu ſe bene geſſerint, 
but upon Addreſs of both Houſes of 
Parliament it may be lawful to re- 
move them.

At the ſame time an Act paſſed

nijh aſt Indies, by his Fleets; e- 
very where deſigning to invade the 
Liberties of Europe, and to obſttuct 
the Freedom of the Navigation and 
Commerce. And it being agreed 
by the Treaties of Alliance with the 
Emperor, the States General, and 
other Frinces, That if the Injuries 
complain'd of be not redre(s'd with- 
in a certain Time now lapted, the 
Parties concern'd thould mutually 
aſſiſt each other with their whole 
Strength.

ted. In the mean time the Freneh 
under Marthal Beufflers, made a 
bold Attempt.

Be fore we proceed ja the Parlia- 
mentary Affairs, it will be neceſſary 
to ſpeak of the Calamity that fell 
upon us during it's fitting.

ticularly the Biſhop of Bath and 
Wells and his Lady. The Loſs of 
the Tiling, Leading, Glaſs Win- 
dows, Garden Walls, and every 
Thing that was liable to be blown 
away, was ſo great, that 'twas rec- 
kon'd a Million of Money would 
be required to repair it. But next 
to many Lives that were loſt at Sea 
and Land, the Number of Shipping 
thereby deſtroy'd was the ercareſt 
Calamity, Beſides a great many 
Merchaut Ships, Thirteen Men of 
War nerithel in the Downs, and 
wuh them 1519 Scamen. Sir Staf- 
ford Pairborn was driven out of the 
Downs, and carricd as far as Got- 
temberg betore he could get into Port.

This glorious Vi- 
ctory, wherein the Duke of Marl- 
borough by admirable Conduct and 
Bravery gain'd immortal Honour, 
gave the Confederates free Entry in- 
to Bavaria, and obliged that Ele- 
Qor to retire under the Cannon of 
Augsburg ; but firſt ſent Word to 
his Garriſon at Donawert to ictire 
and ſet the Town on Fire; but the 
Confederates advanced with ſuch 
ſpeed that they had not time to put 
thoſe Orders in Execution, and ſo 
the Town was laved. They found 
here 20000 Sacks of Meal, great 
Store of Oats, and Plenty of all 
ſorts of Froviſions and Ammuni— 
tion. 

The Army purſued their Victory, 
and cntring Bavaria, taok Towns, 
aud put the Couutry under Mihta- 
ry Execution. 

The French on the other Hand 
were diligent in their Endeavours 
to rclieve the Duke of Bavaria; to 
which Purpoſe a gallant Army of 
21000 Horle and Foot under the 
Command of Count Tallard, ad- 
ditional to what they had already 
there under Marſhal Marin, march- 
ed io the Danube, and on the 4th 
af Auguſt joyn'd the Elector's Ar- 
my. This obliged I'rince Eugene 
to joyn the Duke of Marlborough, 
and their Two Armies obſerved the 
Enemy's, while Prince Lewis of 
Baden beſieged Iago ſiadt. 1

WY A Blenbeim. The Particulars where- 


of have been fo often told and are 
fo well known, that 'tis needleſs to 
enter into the Detail. We ſhall on- 
ly ſay therefore, That Advices being 
brought that the Enemy advanced, 
it was reſolv'd to march and give 
them Battle; the Place where the 
French encamped had a Rivulct in 
Marthy Ground in the Front, 
the Village Blenheim on the Da- 
nube on their Right, and a Wood 
on their Left. It was neceſſary for 
the Confederates to pals the Rivu- 
ler, which accordingly they eftcct- 
ed, and about one Hour after Noon 
began the Attack. Prince Eugene 
and the Imperial Troops were on 
the Right, General Churchill, Lieu- 
tenant-General Lumley, the Lord 
Orkney, aud Licutenaut General 
Inzoldsby, with the reſt of the Eng- 
liſh and Dutch Ofhcers oa the Left, 
and the Duke of Marlborough in 


the Center commanded the Whole. 


The Diſpute was very arp with 
equal Advantage till 5 of the Clock, 
at which Time the Imperialiſts un- 
der Prince Eugene were hard preſ- 
fed by the Bavarians, but being 
rchev'd by the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough, who ordered the Corps de 
Reſerve to advance, put a Stop to 
the Enemy, and in the third Ar- 
rack about ſeven o' Clock broke 
them. The Engliſh and Dutch in 
the mean Time gained ſuch Ground 
upon the Fren:h, that they oblig'd 
their Horſe to retire in Confuſion, 
and leave the Foot to our Mercy.

to Lisbon. With which Reinforce- 
ments the Beſieged were able to de- 
fend themſelves all that Winter, and 
oblige the Enemy to raiſe the 
Siege as we ſhall thew hereafter. 
The Bravery, Vigilance, Activity 
and Wildom of the Prince of Heſſe 
Darmſtadt is exceedingly applaud- 
ed, and the Courage and Patience 
of the Soldiers in the ſevere Duty 
and vaſt Fatigue they underwent 
was incomparable.

King Charles was at Saragoſſa he 
found the way to Madrid thut up, 
and was forced to go back at laſt 
and come through Valencia to join 
the Army, which he effected not 
til! the 6th of Auguſt. And by 
that time the Enemy was ſo power- 
tul that the Confederates were not 
in Condition to withſtand him, fo 
that Madrid was loſt, and the At- 
my retreated into Valencia. Inthe 
mean time Sir Joh; Leak with the 
Fleet took Carthagena, June 13, 
and Alicant on the 8th of Arguſt. 
He alſo reduced the Iſlands of Ivica 
and Majorca to the Obedience of 
K. Charles. But Carthagena being 
afterwards beſieged by Maboni, it 
was Retaken Nov. 18. Alcantara 
allo was Retaken from the Portu— 
gueſe. And in fine, this Campaign, 
which began ſo happily, ended but 
poorly. 

Don Pedro King of Portugal, de- 
parted this Life December the gth, 
1706, and was ſucceeded by his Son 
Don Juan IV.

The Duke of Savoy ap- 
pointed Count Taun Governor, and 
ſupplied the Place with Men and 

| Neceſlaries as well as he could, and 
then went eut of the City, collected 
the reſt of his Troops and prepared 
to make Diverſion upon the Enemy 
abroad, wherein he was very active, 
aud interrupted their Communicati- 
on and Convoys; which obhged the 
Enemy to employ at the ſame time 
an Army againſt him and another 
in the Siege. By this means the 
Town was able to hold out till 
the 7th of September, but their 

Ammunition being all ſpent they 
were reduced to Extremity, when 
Prince Eugene came in and raiſed 
the Siege. |

On che Sch, they went thro" 
the reſt of the Articles; on the 11th, 
they paſſed the Bill from the Lords 
for ſecuring the Church of England. 
And the ſame Day, the Reſolution 
of the Grand Committee upon the 
Articles of the Union, being repor- 
ted and agreed to by the Houle, a 
Bill was ordered to be brought in to 
Ratify the ſame. The Houſe of 
Lords took the Articles of the Uni- 
on into Conſideration on the 15th 
of February, ſeveral Lords ſpake 
upon it, but the Lord Haverſham's 
Speech againſt it was the longeſt. But 
when the Queſtion concerning poſt- 
poning the firſt Article was put, the 
difference in favour of the Union 
appeared to be 72 againſt 22. 80 
the firſt ſix Articles were approved 
that Day. They reſum'd the fame 
the 19th, and made a further Pro- 
greſs as they did the ziſt, and fi- 
nally on the 24th; and the Reſolu- 
tion of the Committee for approving 
all the Articles being reported on 
the 27th, it was agreed to: Some of 
the Lords entring Proteſts againſt it. 

And the Bill being paſſed by both 
Houfes, her Majeſty came and gave 
the Royal Aſſent to it, on the 6th 
of March. And then made a 
Speech, declaring her Satisfaction 
therein.

Several Traders taking advantage

At the ſame time the Forces 
were thip'd off at Offend, and Ad- 
miral Baker convoy'd them over. 
Theſe Forces, together with ſeveral 
Regiments of Horſe marched for 
Scotland with all expedition. The 
French ſail'd directly for Edinburgh 
Fryth, but the bad Winds they 
met with hindred them from get- 
ting thither till the 23d, N. S. that 
is the 12th of March our Stile. 
There are two Accounts of theirs ex- 
tant, one a Letter from Marſhal 
Matignon to Mounſieur Chamil- 
lard, the other from an 1rijh' Ofi- 
cer on board. The former ſays 
they did not go into the Fryzh, but 
{pying our Fleet ſtood off im medi- 
ately ; the other ſays they had juſt 
got into the Fryth when the Eng- 
liſh Fleet came to the Mouth of it, 
and giving the Signal for Anchoring, 
Fourbin, who underſtood it, im- 
mediately gave Orders to every Ship 
to link out ſingly in the Night.

There were taken Priſoners on 
board the Salisbnry, the Lord Grif- 
fin, the, Lord Clermont aud Mr.

Wounded. And at the (ame time 
abundance of Germans, Switz, 
and Savoyards deſerted the Enemy 
and took Serviee with the Allies. 

The reſt of the German Rein- 
forcements joyned the Army a few 
Days after, and then the Siege of 
LILLE was reſolv'd on. The 
Artillery aud Ammunition neceſlary 
for the Siege were ſent for, and in 
the mean time, the Army broke 
thro*' the Enemies Lines. 

When the German Troops moy'd 
from the Rhine, the Duke of Ber- 
mick, who Commanded the French 
Army on that fide, march'd with 
the Troops he Commanded to 
Flanders alſo.

This City was the Capital of

It muſt be temember'd, that this 
Winter had proved excecding hard, 
a Froit ſet in at Chriſtmas, and con- 
tinued above Three Weeks, wherein 
the Cold was more intenſe than any 
had been kaowa, The effect of it, 
bleſſed be God, was not Deſtructive 
in England, but in France it made 
ſad Havock, deſtroy'd their Vineyards, 
kill'd their Corn, tore the Trees, 
and ruin'd the Fruit. Which added 
to the bad Harveſt tor ſome Years 
paſt, leit the whole Country in a 
ſtarving State. At the ſame time 
the King's Revenues being exhauſted 
by the War, and all the Funds 10- 
ſufficient to enable him to pay the 
Intereſt of what he borrow'd, the 
Banquiers, who remitted his Foreign 
Payments. were forced to make a 
ſtop ; and particular Perſons who 
had Money in the Hands of Mr. 
Bernard the Principal of them, loit 
near a Million Sterling, Theſe Ca- 
lamities, together with the great 
Loſſes ſuſtained laſt Year, and al- 
moſt every. Year ot this War, made 
the French Monirch turn his 
Thoughts, or ſeemed to do ſo at 
leaſt, to Pexce, | 

Monticur Petkura Envoy from the 
Duke of Holſtein, being a Neuter. 
was forward to advance Propolals 
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A. D. of Peace, and by his Negotiation,

the Allies were preyailed upon to 
permit the Preſident de Rouille to 
come into the Netherlands on 
the part of France to treat of a Peace. 
In the beginning of the Year 1709, 
that Gentlemen came to Antwerp, 
were Monſieur Buys and Monſieur 
Vanderduſſen on the part of the Con- 
federates, held a Conference wich 
him. The States gave immediate 
Advice to the Emperor and the 
Queen, of what he had propoſed ; 
And Prince Eugene arrived at the 
Hague, March the 27th N. S. on 
the part of the Emperor; and, the 
Duke of Marlborough on the $th of 
April on the port of Her Majeſty, 
The Confederates having made their 
Dem inds, de Rowille communicated 
them to the French Court, and re- 
ceived Orders to agree to em. And 
the Duke of /aridorongh returned 
to England to inform her Majeſty 
of the Progreſs made, and to receive 
her further Commands. The Freach 
Court feem'd fo Earneſt, that the 
King ſent the Marqueſs de Torcy, 
who arrived at the Hague May 9, 
to finiſh the Negotiation» The

that Mons was at this time but thin- 
ly Garriioned, it was reſolv'd t hin- 
der the French ihrowing more into 
it, and to Befiege that Town. They 
diſpoſed themſelves therefore to in- 
veſt it.

Entrenchments, and put the Enemy 
to Flight, leaving behind them 16

dards. By intercepted. Leticrs it was 
diſcovered, that beiides the 301 Ol- 
ficers taken, they had 340 Killed, 
and 1068 Wounded; and of private 
Soldiers Killed, Wounded, or Ta- 
ken, 15000.

King Charles ſent to the Court of 
Portugal to deſire their Army might 
march towards the Frontiers of 
Caſtile, to maintain a Correſpon— 
dence; and Generel Stanbope by the 
Queen's Miniſter at Lisbon prefled 
the ſame with grea* earneſtneſs; and 
that General marched to Almaraz 
with 4000 Horſe to meet the Por- 
rugueze, but all to no purpoſe. The 
Portugneze Army had been employed 
in ſmall Sieges in the latter Cam- 
paign, and the Weather having prov- 
ed very Wet, the M:rches were 
made difficult; and the Cavalry 
were all in very bad ſtate. This 
ſerved for a Reaſon to that Court 
to refuſe the Overture, and more- 
over, when General Stanhope and 
the Dutch General urg'd that the 
Engliſh and the Dutch Forces 
might at leaſt be allowed to come 
to them, it w2s denyed. And finale 
ily all Hopes of Reinforcement that 
way being extinguiſhed, and King 
Philip's Forces approaching, Gene- 
ral Stanhope left his Poſt at Alma. 
rax and joyned the Confegerate 
Army. 

By this time the Enemy had in a 
great meaſure recovered themſclvee, 
the Marquiſs de Bay hid marched 
2 good Body of Horle from Fftre. 
madura, and Troops were marching 
from all Parts of France to PHilip's 
Aſſiſtance. Which adde] to the dif- 
appointment of the FPortugucxe, ſo 
changed the Face of Affairs on the 
Cantederate Side, that this Campaign 
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which had been ſo fortunate, pro- 
duced 
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D. A. duced a Winter which ſunk King 
1710. Charles's Power in Spain lower than 
WY Ng he had known it fince he firſt came 
there, The uncertainty of being a- 
ble to keep the Correſpondence with 
Valencia open, rendered it Neceſſary 
for the King to rctire in time, which 
he accordingly did on the 11th of 
November, and arrived December the 
* I5th at Barcelona. 

The Army at the ſame time 
found it impracticable to ſubſiſt in 
Caſtile, and therefore endeavoured 
to retreat, and the better to eſſect 
it, took diflerent Routs in Parties. 
General Sanhope with the Engliſh 
Forces paſſing by Brihueg a, a {mall 
Town iu the way to Arragon, halted 
there the 8th of December, and was 
the next Day overtaken by the 
Enemy, who by long Marches fol. 
lowed cloſe upon the Heels of the 
Army, and by their Power and Intereſt 
in the Country hindered any Advice 
to be given of their approach. In 

this Place he was ſurrounded by the

The Britiſh Fleet in the Stroights

And then delivered the 
Project of the Barrier Treaty. 

The States wrote a Letter on the 
29th of December, N. S. to the 
Queen, wherein they expreſſed great 
Reſpect to her Majeſty, and agreed 
in general to come into her Maje- 
ſty's Meaſures, but deſired her to 
allow of ſome Obſervations and Re- 
marks they had made, both on the 
Plan of Peace, and Proje& of the 
Barrier Treaty, which they ſent to 
their Envoy Extraordinary at her 
Majeſty's Court, to be communicated 
to her Majeſty. In Anſwer to which, 
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about the Beginning of January, 


her Majeſty ſent a Letter to the States 
General, wherein ſhe expreſſed her 
ſelf very graciouſly towards them. 
And the Miniſters of the King of 
Pruſſia and the Duke of Savoy, hav- 
ing by that time ſignified that their 
reipective Maſters were diſpoſed to 
come into her Majeſty's Meaſures, to 
which alſo the Imperialiſts ſeemed 
leſs averſe than they had been, it 
was expected the Peace would ſoon 
be concluded. 

On the zoth of January, N. S. 
the New Treaty of Barrier was 
ſigned at Urrercht by the Miniſters of 
Great Britain and thoſe of the States 
General.

Thus was the War with France 
ended, on the Part of Great Britain, 
Portugal, Holland and Pruſſia. 
But the Emperor and Empire (till 
ſtood out. For the Offers of France 
were ſo haughty that the Imperia- 
lifts could by no meaus liſten to 
them, The French would not ſo 


much as own the Emperor's Title 
till after the Concluſion of the Peace. 
By mentioning the Rhine for a Ba- 
riere, they refuſed to giye up Straf- 
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burg, which had been all along in— 
ſiſted upon, as well at the Treaty 


of wiel, as hnce, The French 


demanded that the Princeſs Cn. 
ſhould poſſeſs conſiderable Territo- 
ries in the Low Countries, at the 
Expcuce of the Emperor, altho' it 
was notorious that Lady had been 
perpetually doing the Houſe of Au- 


ſtria Miſchief, either in Italy or 


Spain. They inſiſted upon the en— 
tire Reſtoration of the Elector of 
Bavaria, to the extream Prejudice 
of the Emperor and Empire, and 
the Elector Palatine; they demand- 
cd allo that the Elector of Hanover 
ſhould be degraded from the Rank 
of Eighth Elector, and the Dignity 
of Arch-Treaſurer, which had been 
conferr'd upon him unanimouſly by 
the Emperor and Empire, and this 
too in Contradiction to the Declara- 
tion of the Queen of Great Britain 
on the 6th of June laſt, and to 
what her Miniſters had declar'd at 
Utrecht. They made alſo other de- 
mands which could not be comply'd 
wi h, and ſo the War on that fide 
Went On. 

The Queen's Peace with Spain 
was not concluded till a Year after. 

The Manner wherein England 
ended this War was the Subject of 
great Reflection throughout the 
World. The Deſertion of our Al- 
lies in breach of the Grand Alliance 
was much rail'd at, but the Treat- 
ment France dealt to us in the Peace, 
was what made us contemn'd by 
our Neighbours. Twas ſaid, that 
altho' what our Miniſters alledged 
had been true, namely that we bore 
a diſproportionate Share inthe War 
(which was nevertheleſs far from 
beiag fo, for Experience has ſince 
demonſtcatcdthat both Holland and 
the Emperor find themſelves ex-

avith France, which bad been ſigu d 
by my Order; and bave concluded 
a Treaty with Spain, which will be 
ſigned at Utrecht as ſoon as the 
Spaniſh Miniſters arearriv'd there. 
I determined fromthe firſt, on this 
extraordinary Ocenfion, to com- 
municate theſe Treaties to my Par- 
liament, and have therefore now 
order'd them to be laid before this 
Houſe. | 


Accordingly Copies of the Treaty 
were delivered in. And the Sch and 
gth Articles of the Treaty of Com- 
merce being excepted againſt, it was 
reſolved thoſe two Atticles ſhould 
be taken into Conſideration.

profitable Trade we had tor ſeveral 
Years paſt been carrying on with 
that Nation was at once knocked 
down and deſtroyed; and as at the 
lame time, France had cxcepred out 
of the Tarift of 1664. ſeveral of 
thoſe ſortsof Merchandiſe, the Ex- 
dortation whereof was of the moſt 
Importance, becauſe the moſt bene- 
icialto England, it was plainly ſeen 
that France left not to England the 
Chance for Equality of Trade, but 
being reſolved to make the full pro- 
ht in Money, of that Paſſion our 
Gentry have for their Wines, Bran- 
dies, dilks, Linnens and Toys, had 
taken Advantage of the Aſcendan- 
cy they had gained over our Mini- 
itry, by the Fatal Non-fighting Or- 
der. And it no leſs appeared that 
Theſe, to keep up their Credit, ſpa- 
red no Pains to get what they had 
ſtipulated, ratified by Parliament; 
which they purſued notwithſtand- 
ing it was in the Courſe of the Ar- 
gument clearly made out, that up- 
on the Terms they had agreed to, 
the Ballance of Trade would have a- 
mounted to above a Million of 
Pounds Sterling per Annum, to the 
Advantage of France.

On the 16th of July the Queen 
cametothe Houſe of Lords,to which 
the Commons being call'd up as u- 
ſual, ber Majeſty paſſed ſeveral Bills, 
and made a moſt gracious Speech, 
after which the Parliament was pro- 
rogued to the 28th of Auguſt. 

We have omitted two Matters that 
paſs'd this Parliament, namely, 
That on the 3d of June the Com- 
mons addreſs'd the Queen, deſiring 
to know what was the Equiyalentto 
be given to the French King for the 
Demolition of Dunkirk, &c. To 
which her Majeſty on the 2oth of 
that Month anſwer'd, That the E- 
quivalent was already in the Hands 
of the King of France, And that, 
both Houſes addreſs'd the Queen to 
defire that her Majeſty would be 
pleaſed to uſe her moſt preſſing In- 
ſtances with the Duke of Lorraine 
and with all Princes and States in 
Amity and Correſpondence with her 
Majeſty, that they will not receive 
or ſuffer to continue within any of 
their Domimons the Pretender to 
the Imperial Crown of theſe 
Realms.

The Articles of the Treaties of Peace 
and of Commerce were made pub- 
lick, but are too long to have place 
here. Tis ſufficient to ſay, that 
altho' her Majeſty in her Speech de- 
clares that her Subjects would there- 
by have greater Opportunities than 
ever, to improve and extend their 
Trade, yet the Trading part of the 
Nation found Matters in the Treat 
of Commerce that were Subjects 
of great Complaint. And Experi- 
ence has fince thewn, that it was 
neceſlary to be very much mcnded, 
as it has been by his preſent Maje- 
{ty King George, in the firſt Year 
of his Reign. | 

The Emperor, as. we have ſaid, 
could not accept of the Conditions 
that had been propoled at Utrecht, 
and choſe rather to continue the 
War, but the loſs of the two For- 
trelles of Landau ard Friburg, 
which the French tock laſt Cam- 
paign, inclind him to liſten to the 
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Overtures of Peace that were made 
to him on the part of France, and 
Conferences of an Acromodation 
were about this time begun to be 
held at Raſtadt between Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy and Marſhal Villars, 
And by the middle of March the 
Terms for a Peace were concluded, 
which were to be explained and 
com pleated in the future ſolemn 
Treaty to be held at Baden in Swit- 
zer land. 

The Parliament of Great Britain 
went on with the Buſineſs before 
them. On the 17th of March, 
they voted 10000 Men for the Sea 
Service. On the 2d of April they 
voted 245700/. for the Ordnary of 
the Navy. On the gth 3864271. 
for Guards and Garriſons. And on

Forces in Flanders and at Dunkirk 
till Michaelmas; together with the 
Monies neceſſary for maintaining 
the Forces in the Weſt Indies, for 
the Half Pay Officers, &c. To raiſe 
which, andthe Money forthe South 
Sea Company, they gave the Land 
Tax for 25. in the Pound, the Malt 
Tax, and ſcveral Duties upon Coals, 
Stamps, Leather, &c. For a Fund 
of 1050001. per Annum, to railc 
1400000 J. by way of Lottery. 
About the Middle of Apri/ the 
French began in earneſt to fill up 
the Harbour of Dunkirk and De- 
molith the Citadel. But at the ſame 
time they began alſo to make a Ca- 
nal at Mardyke, which would have 
ſerved for all the Purpoſes the Har- 
bour of Dunkirk had done. They 
proceeded with great Induſtry in 
this Work, and had very nigh 
brought ir to Perfection before the 
Death of King Lewis XIV. not- 
withſtanding the Application made 
on our part againſt it; eſpecially 
after his preſent Majeſty came to
